This latter 


gentleman, 
being 
pressed 
by 
want, 


pawned them and died without reveal- 
ing the name of the pawnbroker. 
Two 


centuries 
afterward 
they 
were men- 


tioned in a 
catalogue 
of books 
be- 


queathed 
to a convent, but could not 


be found. It is supposed 
that Petrus 


Aleyonlus, the physician 
to the insti- 


tution, appropriated 
them and, having 


transposed 
some 
of the 
thoughts 
to 


his own writings, destroyed 
the origi- 


nals. 


Considering that the whole of ancient 


literature was confined to manuscript, 
Itis wonderful that so much of it has 
come down to us. 
The preservation 
of 


some 
old 
writings has 
been 
almost 


miraculous. 
To a single copy preserv- 


ed In a monastery

had copies of the works of his distin- 
guished ancestor

perial libraries 
and caused
